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By  virtue  of  tlie  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture "by  the  United  States  grain  standards  Act  of  A"ugust  11,  1915  (39 
U.  S.  Stat,  at  Large,  page  482),  I,  17.  i.I.  Jardine,  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, do  make,  prescribe,  p-'oblish,  and  give  public  notice  of  the 
following  amendments  to  the  regxilations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, dated  July  30,  1920;  as  revised  under  said  Act,  said  amendments 
to  be  effective  immediately. 

In  Regulation  2,  Section  23,  strike  out  the  following: 

"In  addition,  the  certificate  of  grade  may  include 
any  other  matter  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act  and 
these  regulations." 

and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 

"In  addition  to  the  matters  required  by  the  regula- 
tions, the  certificate  of  grade  may  include  only  such 
additional  remarks  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics."
